Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to Claims 1 and 10, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious inserting the layer in an immersion medium which has a higher 
refractive index than air irradiating the layer with polarized light at different angles of incidence 
and measuring and evaluating variations in the polarization of the light as the light passes 
through the layer, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims.
